I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1959?  in  which  is  incorporated  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspect or o  The  report  is  prepared  in 

accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No0  1/60  dated  8th  January,  I96O0 

From  a  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  fall  in  both  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rateo 
The  Birth  Rate  was  12ol9  per  1,000  population  (12<>57  in  19.58)  and 
the  Death  Rate  was  9°32  per  1,000  population  (9°?6  in  1958) o  Nine 
deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  6 
of  which  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life0  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  was  l4<>94  per  1,000  live  births  (25o97  in  1958) » 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 

801  cases  as  against  65°  This  was  due  in  the  main  to  the  fact 
that  there  were  687  cases  of  measles  notified  as  compared  with  10 
in  1958o  By  referring  to  the  part  of  the  report  dealing  with 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  it  will  be  seen  that  2,502  children  of 
school  age  and  under  received  a  primary  course  of  vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  in  addition  1,179  received  "booster”  doseso  In 
addition  2,31?  persons  over  school  age  received  a  primary  course  of 
immunisation  and  164  received  "booster”  doseso  There  were  no 
notifications  of  Poliomyeltis  during  the  year<> 

As  in  past  years  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  was 
satisfactorily  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  under 
the  able  direction  of  Mr«  FoToHarrison,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector

Mr-  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  taken  the  opportunity  in  my  sixth  Annual  Report  to 
comment  in  some  detail  on  the  progress  made  in  Slum  Clearance,  and 
this  is  to  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  all  the  work  of  my  Department 
due  in  the  main  to  an  unchanged  Staff,  suitably  encouraged  and 
directed,  and  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  other  Officers  of  the  Council,  The  Health  Committee  earn  special 
mention  for  their  encouragement  and  determination  to  make  the  service 
efficient  and  economical. 

Public  Cleansing  experienced  a  successful  year  although  the 
winter  is  becoming  progressively  more  of  a  trial  owing  to  the 
excessive  number  of  bins  per  round.  The  Council  have  wisely  allowed 
in  their  Estimates  for  an  additional  small  bin  round  in  the  event  of 
a  breakdown  during  the  coming  winter. 

No  report  would  be  complete-  without  offering  thanks  to  my 
Deputy,  Mr.  L»  Coombes  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department,  to  the 
Cleansing  Foreman,  Mr,  H,  Thompson  and  his  staff  of  workmen,  and

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  although  this  becomes 
more  difficult  in  winter  months  and  during  exceptional  sickness 
among  the  workmen,  the  latter  fortunately  being  rare.  'In  the  last 
five  years  the  number  of  bins  to  be  emptied  weekly  has  increased  by 
1 $100  and  the  staff  has  not  been  increased  at  all. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  County  Crawler  was  used  to 
prepare  a  new  tip  at  Hayseech,  the  site  of  a  future  football  pitch. 
A  considerable  saving  was  effected  by  hiring  a  scraper  and  stacking 
soil  for  final  cover  from  the  field  itself,  and  tipping  is  now  in 
progress.  Already  it  is  estimated  that  the  Crawler  has  saved  half 
its  cost  price  ana  a  further  considerable  saving  will  be  effected 
in  opening  up  the  New  Birmingham  Road  Tip  as  against  preparation 
by  Contract o 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  secure  the  Forge  Lane 
site  as  a  future  tip;  to  use  the  New  Birmingham  Road  site  for  the 
whole  area  would  be  uneconomical  in  haulage  from  the  main  centres 
of  population.

Delay  in  submitting  the  Report  on  Slaughterhouses  has  been 
caused  by  difficulty  in  obtaining  Planning  Permission  for  improvements 
to  these  premises  and  the  result  of  an  Appeal  is  awaited. 

The  quality  of  slaughtered  animals  continues  to  improve  and  there 
would  appear  to  be  a  trend  towards  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis 
as  a  cause  of  unfitness,  probably  a  direct  result  of  the  national 
work  on  eradication  of  this  disease.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Definite  improvements  have  been  effected  by  modernizing  and 
improving  the  dust  extraction  arrangements  employed  by  the  local 
granite  quarries  and  we  now  only  suffer  minor  complaints  during  dry 
weather  and  breakdowns  in  the  plant,  fortunately  not  frequent 
occurrences o 

Experiments  continue  in  an  effort  to  produce  suitable  apparatus 
for  the  local  industry  of  chain  making  -  apparatus  which  must  attain 
a  reasonable-  efficiency  in  grit  extraction  and  yet  be  simple  and 
inexpensive  to  meet  the  requirements  of  'best  practicable  means'. 

Dark  smoke,  the  main  target  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  is  negligible 
in  this  -Borough  except  for  lighting  up  certain  reheating  and 
annealing  furnaces.  The  usual  sources  of  dark  smoke  nuisance  have 
been  effectively  dealt  with  and  new  sources  will  not  be  tolerated. 

The  swing  to  oil  has  regained  some  of  its  momentum  and  obviously  not 
entirely  because  of  smoke  nuisance,  although  more  expensive  many 
practicable  advantages  result  from  its  use  as  against  solid  fuel  in 
most  furnaces „ 

Although  the  district  is  not  a  smoky  one  we  still  have  far  more 
than  our  fair  share  of  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  from  many  sources, 
including  domestic .  The  control  of  fumes  of  many  kinds  is  now 
exercising  the  minds  of  our  inspectorate  and  we  shall  continue  to 
effect  improvements  wherever  this  is  practicable. 

The  Council  still  continues  to  oppose  the  principle  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas  and  a  methodical  programme  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee  was  deferred.  No  doubt  the  problem  will  have  to  be  faced, 
and  in  a  district  such  as  this  the  difficulty  will  be  more  one  of 
public  relations  than  of  finance. 

The  Authorities  adjoining  Rowley  Regis  (Dudley,  Brierley  Hill, 
Halesowen,  Tipton  and  West  Bromwich)  are  each  engaged  in  this  work, 
and  the  ideal  would  be  for  their  smoke  control  areas  to  join  those 
of  Rowley  Regis  to  form  a  large  smokeless  belt  in  the  Black 
Country.
